New York, May 1.1.— Seen tary 
WllBoa of district 15. National Asso 
- ciatlon of Miichlnistc, was Intenrl^wi d 
concerning the order Bont out Satur- 
day by National President James 
O'onnell at Washington, callins a 
strike of all machlnlsta throughout 
the country May 20 unless all employ- 
ers signed the agreement for a work 
ing day of nine bourse and an ia- 
creaaa of 12Vi per cent in wages. 

"There is little doul)t in my mind." 
ieoratary Wilson said, "that the 
ftrlka will actually Uke place, but 
the •mployers have nntil Saturday to 
come to our terms That is the last 
working day before the date si t for 
the order to go Into eflect The f.gure s 
given in Wa.shingtou dispatches are 
wrong. They say the strike if It 
take* place will effect only 150,000 

nen. On the contrary, it v.ill effect 
close to 600,000. The nia( hini.sts alono 
who will be eall< d out will number 
150,000, but all trades depending upon 
the maehinists for their tools will bo 
brought to a standstilL An erroneous 
opinion prevails that this strike will 
mean the praetiral stopping of all 
work in pul)lie l)ull(lings and great 
contracts like tlie rapid transit sub- 
way. It will do nothing of the kind, 
la this section about 10.000 of onr 
men will be affected, the district, of 
eoitrse, taking In Manhattan, Hrooklyn 
and Jersey City. That, however, does 
not include half the number of mU' 
Chlniats employed here." 

Preparing For the Struggle. 
Washington, May 13. — Conferences 
were in progress In this city between 
President O'Connell of tfae Interna 
tional Association of Machinists, Pres 
ident Gonipers of the Anieri<-.an Feder 
atoion of Labor, and ofilclals of sev- 
eral of tho metal working trades other 
than the machinists, considering the 
moral and 'flnancial support to be 
given tho proposed strike of machin- 
ists. PreBident O'Connell said the out 
look was very encouraging for a suc- 
cessful atrike In many looallUes 
throughout the country. A number of 
the firms are not now complying with 
the arrangement entered into between 
the machinists and the Assoc-iation of 
Employers as to a nine-hour day. sign- 
ed Monday, and Mr. O'Connell predicts 
that a large niimlier of these will have 
signed by May 20. He says the strike 
Will nff<K-t at le;ist 100,001) men directly, 
and over that number of allied me- 
chanics indirectly. 

Bricklayers Locked Out. 
New York, May 13.— A general lock- 
out of T.OOO bricklayers In this city 

may take place. The trouble Ixpan 
over a strike on the stokes apartment 
house, now building at Hioadway and 
Seventy-fourth street. A flreproofflng 
company employed ' bricklayers not 
connected with the union and an Issue 
was raised between the bricklayers' 
union and tho Mason Builders" as.so- 
ciation. Several meetings were held 
for the purpose of adjusting the dif- 
ferences. Finally the Mason Builders' 
association ordered ibe lockout of all 
bricklayers, refusing to agree to ar- 
bitration of the dlfflculties. 



H. H. T. Legislation. 
ICllwaukoo, mMy IS.'— The Brother- 
hood of TratnniQn'flntshed its work on 

aim niliuents to the constitution. Un- 
der the new order of things the grand 
master will be allowed an assistant to 
be located at headquarters. Tlie as- 
sistant will be one of t^e four Tke 
grand masters and will assist In exe- 
cutive matters including the settle- 
ment of all grievances. This will leave 
three vice grand masters for field 
work. Frank P. Sargeant. grand 
chief of Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen addressed the convention. 

Wages Increased. 

Topeka, Kan., May 18.— After a con- 
ference with a committee represent- 
ing the International Union 6f Ma- 
chinists, the Atchison, Topeka and 
£anta Fe railroad has agreed to raise 
the wages of shopmen along the en- 
tire system. Machinists had threat- 
ened to strike May 20. The machin- 
ists getting heretofore 27 cents per 
hour were raised to 30 cents and 28\4 
cent men to 31 cents, and 69 hours 
Win constitute a week's ' wotlb "Tho 
iObcdule is effective from May 1. 

Lake Strike Settled. 
Cleyeland, May 13.— The long strike 
between tho niarlne engii^eers and the 
United States steel corporation was 

settled at a final conference .Monday. 
This practically ends the engineers' 
Strike on Ink* steuntn which ha* 



been on three months. Chief Hayes of 
the steel corporation's fleet would not 
give out the terms of the settlement 
as he s4ld It had been agreed on both 
Bides not to do so. 

Cigar Makers Idle. 
Binghamton, N.' Y.. May 13.— The 

factory of the American Cigar com- 
pany in this city Is closed and over 
.lOO employes are locked out. This ac- 
tion was taken as the sequel to a 
striko of nearly 100 gfrls last week. 

Illinois Central Controversy. 
Chicago, May 13.— The general con- 
ference committee of tho members of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists employed by the Illinois Cen 
tral railway company is again in ses- 
sion in this city. The committeemen 
who met here some time ago and dis- 
persed to their several homes after 
Iruitlesi negotiations with the com- 
pany have visited their respective 
headquarters, learned the sentiments 
of their constituents and are rt ady for 
furth<'r negotiations. Second Vice 
President Harahan of the Illinois Cen- 
tral has conceded a minimum scale of 
wages of 29 cents an hour and this 
will be accepted by tho machinists, 
provided the company will agree to 
let nine hours constitute a day's work. 

Louisville Carpenters. 
Louisville, May 13.— The union car- 
penters of Louisville. wliM are now on 
a strike for $2.50 minimum wages for 
nine hours' work and the exclusion of 
nonunion labor, will be aided by the 
building trades council of this city, 
which deeidr^i to enforce the union 
card rule. All mt mbers of the build- 
ing trades council, in adopting this 
rule, agree to quit work at every Job 
where nonunion building trades work- 
men are employed. A conference will 
be asked with the contractors. 

Miners Return to Work. 

Hasleton, Pa., May 13.— Th." men at 
the Eberrale colliery of G. n. .\larkle 
& Co.. who struck s«v<'ral days ago 
because of the discharge of one of 
their number, resumed WOrk Monday. 
The discharged miner was not rein 
stated, the company having proved to 
the satisfaction of the miners that he 
had violated the rules by leaving bis 
work boforo quitting time. 

Miners Strike. 
Beaver Dam, Ky., .May 1."?.— IJecause 
of a recent Injunction temporarily re- 
straining all operators from dues as- 
sessed by the United Mine Workers 
of America, 200 miners employed by 
Taylor Coal company went on strike.

C.ould Not Join Other Powers. 



■^'ashingfon. May 13.— Russia's ef- 
forts to faciliute negotiations re 
specting China and to hasten the with- 
drawal of foreign troops from tlu 
Celestial empire are the subject of an 
omcial not.', a copy of which has just 
been received at Washington. It con 
tains the flrst complete official state- 
ment of the course of the Russian guv 
emment that has been made. 

This statenii lit of Russia's policy 
was made simultaneously with her of- 
ficial declaration that while maintain 
Ing the present temporary situation in 
Manchuria in order to preserve in at < 
the imperial government is content (o 
calmly await events'. It declar. s vir 
tually that Russia lias kept steadilv in 
view the fact that in sending hei 
troops Into China • no hostile Intnnt 
was entertained toward China, on th. 
contrary, their presence was foi tin 
purpose of rendering' effective aid to 
the government of China in its strug 
gle aijainst the insurgents. 

The note is a lensthy review of 
diplomatic developments beginning 
with the stops take n by the powers to 
seek an undorstanding of the alarm 
ing oeeiirrenets in China last yt-ar. 
The note further states that Russia, 
without separating herself from the 
common action of the other pow> rs. 
by reason of her special relations with 
China as an adjoining country was 
oblig. d to reserve a certain freedom 
of n( tion and to avoid taking part In 
ongageraents opposed to her Interests 
or contrary to her historical condi- 
tions. The note state expllclty that 
"contra ly to the advice of certain pow- 
ers" Russia def lar. d openly from the 
beginning that she was not at war 
with the Chinese emplrp.
